Official Information is Still Lacking 
in Detail — Rush of Troops to 
Tampa Continues — Army and 
Navy Officials Kept Busy.

April 29.—This was 
a day of alarming rumors, running all 
the way to the blowing up of a bis 
monitor to the detection and punish- 
ment of traitors, but fortunately all 
of them turned out, on inquiry, to be 
without fcundation. Actual events of 
impargrn:: e were few in number. 
TMPORTANT NEWS. 

~The news of the day. of most impor- 
tance was the departure from Cape 
Verde of the Spanish fleet, the stay of 
which at St. Vincent had been a source 
of anxiety.on the part of officials here, 
because it seemed to indicate that the 
sympathy of Portugal for Spain might 
lead her to wink at a violation of neu- 
trality laws in favor of Spain. Late in 
the afternoon a cablegram came to the 
State Department from Cape Verde, 
bearing no signature, announcing that 
four battleships and three torpedo 
boats had started north, and some of 
the transports for Cuba. Because there 
was no signature attached the officials. 
did not know what importance to a*- 
tach to this message, as these are not 
times to accept what appears to be in- 
formation without close scrutiny. 

FIRING AT MATANZAS. 

Capt. Sampson sent a telegram rel- 
ative to the firing at the Matanzas 
forts, but it was disappointingly lack- 
ing in details, though the few words 
contained in the dispatch went to con- 
firm the official view that the affair 
was nothing more than a naval recon- 
noisance. 

NO NEWS FROM DEWEY. 

No news came. today from Admiral 
Dewey’s squadron, now on its way to 
the Philippines to do battle with the 
Spanish fleet. 

SUPPLIES FOR CUBANS. 

The announcement that the State 
of Texas, laden with supplies for the 
reconcentrados, is destined for Sagua, 
has led to the surmise that it is prob- 
able this port instead of Matanzas has 
been selected for the landing place for 
the first attack of the United States 
troops. . 
HARMLESS GROWLS. 

Regarding the harmless growls that 
appear in the European papers and 
threats to interfere to prevent the 
United States forces from blockading 
the ®hilippines, it may be stated that 
was fully expected. During the civil 
war there were a great many attempts 
on the part of-European nations to dis- 
regard our blockade, and threats of in- 
terference, all of which came to naught 
from the firm attitude assumed by the 
Secretary of State. In this case the 
conditions of the Cuban blockade are 
much more liberal toward the powers 
than ever imposed before. 

PORTUGAL’S ACTION. 

Viscount de Santa Thyrso, the Portu- 
guese Minister, stated today that the 
neutrality decree issued by Portugal 
would not permit belligerents to make 
long stays at Portuguese ports. Under 
the usuab rules of international law, 
this sojourn is likely to be confined to 
a day or two. 

The Portuguese Minister drew atten- 
tion to the priviliges permitted under’ 
the decree when warships of both bel- 
ligerent nations were at the same port 
simultaneously, In that case, if the 
“warshtps.of one power leaves purt, the 
warship of the other powef cannot 
leave in pursuit within twenty-four 
hours, that much time being allowec 
the ship first departing to proceed 6n 
her way without molestation.

Only ‘Regulars ere to Invade Cuba 


at the Start—Gossip About the 
Majer-Generalships — Minister 
Woodford to Be One of Them,

WASHINGTON, April 29.—{Exclu- 


|sive Dtspatch.] The volunteer army 


will be in camp probably all summer 
drilling and getting seasoned for the 
serious work That may be cut out for 
it along in September. Whatever work 


jis to be done in Cuba will be assigned 


to the corps of regulars now concen- 
trating at Tampa, Fla. If this corps 
is not enough to drive the Spaniards 
off the island, then the volunteers will 
reéforce them. 

,The army orders made public today 
indicate the President’s intention to 
depend entirely wpon the regulars for 
opening the way into the island. The 


volunteers are to go into four big 
camps ‘at New London, Ct.; Montauk, 
Washington, and Richmond. The 


camps, however, may not be established 
for two or three weeks. yet. In the 
mean time drilling will go on in the 
State camps under the ‘supervision of 
State officers. 

As yet tthe State troops have not 
been - mustered into the volunteer 
army. Details of officers for mustering 
and medical examination’ are being 
made now. The work will require con- 
siderable time. The President is plac- 
ing his chief reliance upon the regular 
army officers to coMmand the volun- 
teers. Next weelf he will probably 
nominate Brig.-Gens. Shafter, Otis, 
Wade and Merriam of the regular 
army to be major-generals of the vol- 
unteer forces. The cnly major-generals 
of volunteers that appear to be de- 
cided upon now, aside from the regu- 
lar army men mentioned, are Gen. 
Grenville M. Dodge of Iowa, Gen. Stew- 
art H. Woodford, the Minister to 
Spain, and Gen. “Joe” Wheeler, the

That 
Asiatic squadron of Spain they con- 
sider fortunate to be able to keep the 
sea at all, much less going out to raid 
American commerce.

Operations Indicated by the Prepa- 
ations for Actual Hostilities.

NEW YORK, April 29.—A special to 
the World from Washington says: “It 
is stated on the highest authority that 
as the newly-formed preparations for 
actual hostilities stand, they contem- 
plate these operations: 

“First, the opening of ingress to 
Cuba for the relief ship which is to 
bear supplies to the reconcentrados in 
Cuba, and the coéperation of the United 
States naval forces with those of the 
insurgents. This invasion, which is to 
be conducted purely as a relief expedi- 
tion, may land at Matanzas. The Samp- 
son squadron is to be used to make 
way for and to protect the relief ex- 
peditions. 

“Second, the preventing of the Span- 
ish fleet now at Manila, in the Philip- 
pines, from joining forces. with the 
Spanish fleets at Cape Verde Islands 
and in Cuban waters.

THE RBAL FIRST BATTLE

NEW YORK, April 30.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A special to the Herald 
from Key West says that the first real 
naval engagement of the war was be- 
tween the torpedo boat Foote and two 
small Spanish gunboats last Sunday off 
Cardenas.

KILLED ONLY A MULE, 


GEN. BLANCO’S REPORT OF THE 
FIGHT AT MATANZAS. 


He Makes Light of the Bombara- 
* ment, but Says it Was a Glorious © 
Victory for Spain. 


SPANISH STATESMEN MOVED ‘TO 
MIRTH BY HIS YARNS. 


Ridiculous Story About the Ground- 
ing of the Montgomery—Spaniards 
_Say Americans Cannot Land 
at Matanzas, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

MADRID, April+ 29, 10 a.m.—It was 
Officially announced today that the for- 
tifications of Matanzas have not suf- 
fered “despite 300 shells fired by the 
American fleet’? and that one man 
was killed or wounded thereby.” 

In official circles the stories of the 
bombardment received from the United 
States are received with shouts of 
derision. 

BLANCO’S REPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
MADRID, April 29, noon.—The follow-. 


port made by Capt.-Gen. Blanco, on 
the bombardment of the forts of Matan- 
zas on Wednesday last: 

“The American cruisers fired on the 
batteries of Fort Morrilo at Matanzas 
without doing any damage. We fired 
fourteen shots, to which the Americans 
replied with a multitude of quick-firing 


gun shots, which did not do any in-| 


jury. 

“The American squadron also fired 
fourteen cannon shots at the Abanilla 
battery, only one mule being killed, to 
which the Spanish battery only replied 
with four shots. The squadron was be- 
yond range. 

“The whole squadron of five ships 
then threw several shells into the town 
without doing any damage. 

“The French and Austrian Consuls 
have protested against the bombard- 
ment as it was commenced without any 
previous warning to foreign subjects. 

“The troops manning the stations are 
full of fight. 

“It appears that our shots did some 
damage to the American ships. | 

“One funnel was certainly hit. 

“During the bombardment, Col. Al- 
falls, with a column of troops, attacked 
a rebel band under Betancourt at 
Migote, south of Matanzas, capturing 
their positions and killing twenty men, 
including two chiefs. A quantity of 
arms, horses, stores and the insurgent 
camps were captured. 

“Five mounted rebels and a chief, 
Ajona, surrendered.” 

One of Capt.-Gen. Blanco’s dis- 
patches, reporting the alleged ground- 
ing Of an American iron-clad on the 
coast of Pinar del Rio, has been re- 
ceived with great joy by the news- 
papers of Madrid. Tney declared that 
it. proves that “the Americans are not 
versed in seamanship.” 


A CHEERFUL LIAR.

MADRID, April, 29, 3 p.m.—The Min- 
ister of War, Gen! Correa, in the Cham-

GERMAN STEAMER REMUS DOES A 
CHARITABLE ACT. 


Four Hundred and Forty-one Ger- 

. man, Cuban, British and Amer- 
ican Subjects Landed in Jamaica 
from Santiago de Cuba—Very 
Hungry. 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Associated Press.] 

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) April 29.— 
The German steamer Remus, from 
Hamburg for’ Baltimore, touched 
at Port Antonio, this island, early to- 
day and landed there 441 German, 
Cuban, British and American refugees 
from Santiago de Cuba. They will be 
detained a short time in quarantine to 
comply with the law, and will be 
brought to Kingston by train this aft- 
ernoon. ‘ 

The Remus, which is loaded with iron 
ore, agreed to take the passengers as 
an act of charity, and run out of its 
course to Port Antonio, in order to 
land them. The refugees are mostly 
women and children, many of them 
persons of refinement. 

There was no accommodation for 
them on board the Remus, and there- 
fore they were compelled to lie on deck 
all night, and they had nothing to eat, 
as the steamer was not provisioned for 
so many ‘people. The refugees, not 


having had any breakfast, were very |, 


hungry when they arrived, and were 
worn out by their comfortless night at 


sea. One of them said: 

“We may as well starve here as 
there. The Spaniards have attached 
alt the food in Santiago de Cuba “er 
the army, and the civil population oO 
that city, about 20,000 persons, js al- 
most entirely without provisions. 

Many of the children and women ey 
the: Remus were sick from lack of food. 

Pulaski D. Hyatt, the United States 
Consul at Santiago de Cuba, who left 
there some time ago for Jamaica, un- 
der instructions from Washington, 
came to the rescue of the refugees, 
and at his own expense caused shelter 
to be them on the 

arf where they landed. 
rhe refugees confirm the reports that 
the Spaniards are abandoning the small 
cities and the plantations which they 
have been guarding, burning the plan- 
tation buildings before leaving them. 
The insurgents’ activity has greatly in- 
creased recently owing to the news 
that they have received from the 
United States ané they are raiding up to 
the very out-works of Santiagode Cuba. 

The city of Santiago de Cuba, when 
the refugees left, was im a state of 
semi-panic, fearing the blockade of 
the port by the United States fleet. 
There were about fifteen thousand 
Spanish troops there and in the vicin- 
ity. But food, excepting army sup- 
plies, was running low. The agents of 
the insurgents communicated daily with 
the city of Samtiago de Cuba. 

The Bandera Espafiol, a daily news- 
paper of Santiago de Cuba, in its is- 
sue of yesterday, printed the following 


‘telegram from Havana, received over 


the submarine lines around the island: 

“A dispatch dated from Washington 
gives the assurance that Havana will 
not be bombarded. This, it is said, has 
tranquilized the city of Havana.” 

Mr. Hyatt left fifty tems of provisions 
in the United States Consulate at San- 
tiago de Cuba, and 100 tons of supplies 
which just arrived, in the customhouse. 
The British Consul at Santiago, acting 
for the United States, has distributed 
the fifty tons of provisions. which were 
left in the consulate, hut he has not 
been able to get the 100 tons of pro- 
visoins stored in the customhouse.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The House 
today passed the War-Revenue Bill, 
with only the amendments agreed upon 
by the Republican members of the 
Ways and Means Committee added. In 
order to accomplish this a parliamen- 
tary maneuver was necessary, as the 
whole time for amendments was ex- 
hausted by the minority in trying to 
amend the bond feature of the bill. Mr. 
Dingley offered as a substitute an en- 
tirely new bill containing these amend- 
ments, after the bill had been reported 
to the House. This was an old par- 
liamentary trick frequently resorted to 
years ago. The Morrill tariff law was 
passed in this way in its original form, 
after it had been loaded down with 
amendments in committee of the whole, 

Many amendments were offered to 
the bond feature of the bill, ranging 
from a proposition for the substitution 
of an income-tax provision to an 
authorization for an issue of $150,000,000 
of greenbacks. But all were voted 
down. At the last minute the Demo- 
crats decided to offer a motion to re- 
commit, with instructions to report 
back the income-tax proposition as an 
amendment to the bill, instead of as a 
substitute for the bond proposition. 


This was due to the fact that a num- 
ber of Democrats declined to voté to 
strike out the bond proposition. The 
motion was defeated, 134 to 173. Four 


Republicans voted with the Democrats 
and Populists on this vote, but on the 
final passage of the bill (which was 
carried, 181 to 131,) the Democrats and 
Populists, with six exceptions, voted | 
solidly against the bill. The Democrats 
who voted for the bill are: 

Messrs. Cummings, McClellan and 
Griggs of New York, Fitzgerald of 
Massachusetts, McAleer of Pennsyl- 
vania and Wheeler of Alabama. Two 
Republicans, Messrs. Linney of North 
Carolina, and Thorp of Virginia, voted 
with the opposition. Quite a number 
of Democrats declined to vote.

GOVERNMENT OF CUBA. 


Proclamation Issued by the Cabinet 
Calling on Cubans to Resist 


American Invasion—A Bombastic 
Appeal to Spanish Jingoes, 


{Correspondence of the Associated Preas.1 

HAVANA, April 22.—The following is 
the full text of the proclamation issued 
today by the Autonomous colonial gov- 
ernment of Cuba: 

“Presidency of the Court of Secre- 
taries of the island of Cuba, to the 
inhabitants of Cuba: 

“The colonial government, the real 
representatives of Cuba, is-threatened 
with a most unjust.and capricious at- 
tack by the United States, an attack 
which, notwithstanding its veil of 
hypocrisy, threatens-to restrict our lib- 
erty and well-being. It forces us to 
submit to the world a most solemn 
protest against this iniquitous offense. 

“We rely on your patriotism and 
self-denial, on your courage and en- 
thusiasm to assert our common nation- 
ality and rights in defending the homes 
and future of our children. 

“You will instantly answer to the 
urgent call to arms which, in the name 
of this nation, has been sent to us by 
the authorities of the island. Never at 
any time of the history of the world has 
such contempt been shown for inter- 
national law and justice; never has 
such an attempt been made as this 
undertaking by the United States to 


plunge the island of Cliba, occupied by” 


Spain four centuries ago, when that 
republic did not exist save in the imag- 
ination of the colonizers of our race. 
The island belongs to the Spanish na- 
tion by sacred and indisputable title, 
claims that the ambition’and pride of a 
covetous and hostile people vainly wish 
to ignore. 

“Far the greater part of that North 
American territory was discovered and 
explored by our fathers, aiid that ex- 
ploit is for their eternal memory. The 
mighty Mississippi covers the remains 
of Hernando de Soto, a for- 
mer Governor and captain-general 
of this island. None of the alleged 
pretexts justifies the proposed violation 
of this island. Nor do the pretexts’ 
themselves exist in the hearts and 
minds of educated people. It is not 
true that the. people of Cuba have 
taken up arms and that all are in com- 
bat against the sovereignty, of the 
mother country. This statement is 
scornfully denied. It is not true that 
Spain has refused to satisfy the just 
aspiration of the Cubans, because we 
are satisfied with the constitutional 
basis of autonomy. 

“In the preamble, the supreme gov- 
ernment explicitly states that no re- 
form which make the laws perfect will 
be refused to further the perfection of 
the new constitution, so long as they 
do not conflict with the authorized 
privileges. It is not true that our peo- 
‘ple suffer under the oppression of for- 
eign officers. We are governed with- 
out arbitrary measures and have no 
fault to find with men born among us, 
who for many years have represented 
in the:opposition our ideals, and have 
maintained with steadfastness and per- 
severance our aspirations to personal 
liberty and proper government, 

“As a last statement, it is not true 
that peace is impossible unless the 
United States intervenes, but what is 
true—and this we declare and proclaim, 
the world knowing that none can hon- 
estly affirm to the contrary—is .that 
peace would already have been a fact 
if the United States, either directly or 
indirectly, had not encouraged the war, 
particularly at a time when the quick- 
tempered people of this unfortunate 
country were about to reach an under- 
standing and become reconciled in the 
embrace of the immortal nation of 
which we are sons. 

“Inhabitants of this island of Cuba, 
during these sclemn moments, when we 
were about to take part in the first 
colonial parliament, the United States 
voluntarily seeks to arbitrate her des- 
tinies and delay the resolutions of your 
representatives with a view to craftily 
annulling them. The integrity of Spain 
and the autonomy of Cuba are threat- 
ened. In their ambition the Americans 
will wish to possess themselves of this 
island, that it may be dominated by a 
strange race opposed in temperament, 
tradition, language, religion and cus- 
toms to ours. The elimination of the 
latter would ‘silently but fatally be. 
continued by those who wish to gain 
true enslavement and absorption. 

“The duty of all is to repel such an 
outrage and such an odious scheme. 
With unanimity and decision, let us 
follow in the imperishable steps and 
actions of the heroic defenders of this 
capital who, over a century ago, con- 
tended with the invading hosts under 
the English Lord Albemarle. As Span- 
iards we owe this duty to our blood 
and our history. As inhabitants of 
Cuba we owe it to her.

HUDSON MAXIW’S PROPOSITION TO 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Wants America to Build a Cruiser. 
He Will Superintend Construc- 
tion With No Charac, Equip it 
With His Guns, and Grant Free 
Use of Royalty on Inventions,

LONDON; April 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Hudson Maxim, a brother of 
the famous inventor.of the Maxim ma- 
chine gun, and himself an inventor, has 
sent to Washington a proposition that 
the United States build a cruiser to cost 
no more than $500,000 and equip it with 
his torpedo guns, ‘“‘which,’”” he says, 
would be sufficient to destroy the entire 
Spanish navy.” 

This is his proposition: “I will grant 
the free use of royalty of all inventions 
for the purpose, and will come to Amer- 
ica and superintend the biilding of the 
cruiser, and will make no charge what- 
ever for my personal service or expense 
in connection with the work. An op- 
portunity toserveon board in an en- 
gagement would also be acceptable to 
me.”’ 

The vessel which Maxim wants to 
build would carry one 24-inch torpedo 
gun weighing forty-six tons, and two 
torpedo mortars weighing twenty tons 
each. The vessel would fight head on. 
The torpedo gun would be capable of 
throwing a half a ton of gun cotton 


five miles. Each mortar would be cap- 
able of throwing 500 pounds four miles, 
half a ton three miles, and one ton 
nearly two miles. : 

The cruiser would have a speed of 
from twenty to twenty-five knots, and 


could therefore choose her own posi- | 


tion with respect to a battleship. Her 
tactics would not be like ordinary tor- 


pedo boats—to rush into and run the| 


gauntlet of destructive fire from the 
battleship, drop a torpedo and get away 
out of range, but she would stand her 
ground and fight, always at a distance 
and in the position of her own choice, 
with an armored head toward the bat- 
tleship. 

From such position the target pre- 
sented by the cruiser would be very 
small indeed, to say nothing of the dif- 
ficulty of inflicting a fatal injury upon 
such a target with ordinary shot- and

Fatal Ingredients in Food Thought 
to be the Cause.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—The 
sudden death of two children in the 
family of Mrs. John O’Connell at No. 
123 San Carlos avenue, where the 
mother conducts a grocery store, have 
been brought to the attention of Coro- 
ner Hawkins, who will investigate the 
case.

“OPEN-DOOR” POLICY. 


House—Balfour Replies. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, } 

LONDON, April 29.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Libera] leader, Sir Wil- 
liam Vernon Harcourt, anraigned the 
weak policy of the Marquis of Salis- 
bury in the Far East in the House of 
Commons today, pointing out the col- 
lapse of his ‘‘open-door” policy, through 
Germany obtaining preferential priv- 
ileges on the Shan Tung Peninsula, 
while Great Britain, he added, had 
made an undignified retreat in the 
Talien-Wan affair. Germany and Rus- 
sia, the speaker contended, had both 
scored at the expense of Great Britain. 
The Liberal leader was listened to by 
a full house and great interest is at- 
tached to the debate, in view of the 
intense dissatisfaction felt at the zov- 
ernment’s policy among its own follow- 
ers, and by the Conservative newspa- 

rs. 
ue reply to Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, Mr. Balfour, First Lord of the 
Treasury, government leader in the 
House, amd Acting Foreign Secretary, 
denied that there had been a violation 
of the treaty of Tien Tsin. He claimed 


that throughout the length and 
breadth oof China, Britishers had 
equal rights with other nations. En- 


gland, he declared, took Wei»Hai Wei 
for military and diplomatic reasons, 
and quite without reference ‘to consid- 
erations of trade and commerce." He 
laid stress upon the distinction between 
the spheres of interest and of influence. 

Trade and commercial inttérests in 
the province of Shan Tung were hot 
the considerations, Mr. Balfour contin- 
ued, which controlled the government 
in taking Wei Hai Wei; nor was the 
question of the permanent occupation 
of Kiaochau by Germany, a determin- 
ing factor. Hence, he failed to see any 
objection conciliating German opin- 
ion. He believed Wei Hai Wei to be 
of the “utmost value to us, diplomati- 
cally at Peking, in ‘times of peace and 
strategically in times of war.” 

The government would not have been 
justified in going to war over Port 
Arthur, the.ocoupation of which by 
the British would have been a defiance 
to Russia, whereas the occupation of 
‘Wei Hai Wei by the British could be 
no humiliation to Russia, and would 
not afford reasons _ for permanently 
strained relations. Mr. Balfour con- 
tended that Russia, instead of being 
in a better, was in a worse position 
than she was seven months ago. The 
debate was finally adjourned.

FRENCH ACTIVITY. 


Warships Ready. for Active Service. 
Ratteries With Munitions, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}) 


PARIS, April 29.—The Aurore aQ- 
nounces today that extraordinary ac- 
tivity prevails in naval and military 
circles throughout France. At Brest 
there is much comment on the fact that 
work at the arsenal continues until a 
late hour every night, and the workmen 
are employed all day Sundays. 

Large orders for war materials of all 
sorts have been placed and all the coast 
batteries have beén suppjied with pro- 
visions and munitions sufficient for sev- 
eral months.

Decree of Neutrality Officially Pub- 
lished xt Lisbon.

LISBON April 29.—The Official Ga- 
zette today publishes the neutrality ge- 
cree of Portugal in the war between 
Spain and the United States. It is 
similar to the decree issued at the 
time of@the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian war, and contains six ar- 
ticles. 

The first forbids the equipment of 
privateers in Portuguese waters. 

The second forbids the entry of pri- 
vateers into the Portgueese waters. 

The third permits belligerents to 
make a short stay at Portuguese ports. 

The fourth defines legitimate trade 
as regards belligerent forces, and. for- 
bids trading in goods whieh may be 
considered contraband of war. 

The fifth warns Portuguese and for- 
eigners in Portugal against actions 
contrary to the security of the State. 

‘The sixth refuses protection to any 
infringers of the decree. 


_» WAR NEWS SUPPRESSED. 


Secretary Alger Issues a Sweeping 
Order to Guard Military Secrets. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 29.—The War 
Department is very seriously con- 
cerned over the publication in some of 
the morning papers of its intention to 
select Gen. Shafter to command the 
first detachment of troops to be sent to 
Cuba. To prevent any further dis- 
closure of the plans of campaign, Secre- 
tary Alger this morning issued a most 


“sweeping order, directed to all bureau 


chiefs of the War Department and all 
officers on special duty, from the high- 
est to the lowest, instructing them un- 
der no circumstances to give any in- 
formation to the press on any subject 
connected with the war.

CAPE VERDE FLEET HAS LEFT 
VINCENT. 


Four Cruisers and Three Torpeda- 
boat’ Destroyers Headed West- 


ward—Remainder of the Vem 
sels Going Toward the Canary 
Islands. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, April 29.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Evening News this aft- 
ernoon publishes a dispatch from St. 
Vincent, Cape Verde Islands, saying 
the Spanish cruisers Maria Teresa, Al- 
miranate Oquendo, Vizcaya and Cristo- 
bol Colon, accompanied by the Span- 
ish torpedo-boat destroyers Pluton, 
Terror and Furor, had, at the hour the 
dispatch was filed (9 o’clock this morn- 
ing,) just sailed in a westerly direc- 
tion, presumably going toward Cuba. 
The dispatch adds that the Spanish 
torped¢ boats Azore, Rayo and Ariete, 
and the Spanish transports San Fran- 
cisco and Ciudad de Cadiz, sailed at the 
same’ time in a northerly direction, 
probably going to the Canary Islands. 

The Evening News, commenting on 
its dispatch, says: ‘The import of 
the. cablegram is that the whole, effec- 
tive fighting force of the squadron has 
been dispatched west, while the non- 
effectives and the non-combatants are 
proceeding to another anchorage. 

“Well-informed naval authorities are 
aware that the torpedo boats could 
not traverse the Atlantic at the res- 
ent time, as they have not sufficient 
coal capacity: for a voyage to Cuba, 
and the risk of coaling in mid-ocean is 
too great. 

“This long-delayed move is most sig- 
nificant. Its significance is in the fact 
which can hardly be over-emphasized, 
that it is practically Spain's ‘first real 
move since the outbreak of hostilities. 


STARTED FOR AMERICA.

Big gaps 
were plainly visible at Quintas da 
Recreio, but there was not a sign of 
life there. 

Admiral Sampson had effectually 
stopped the work on Punta Gorda. He 
had drawn the fire out of the enemy 
and had discovered exactly the quality 
and location of their batteries, besides 
affording his three ghips gopd target 
practice. Incidentally, he had put the 
fear of American. guns into Spanish 


hearts. : 
It would have been perfectly feasible 
for these three ships, unaided, to have 


‘steamed past the fortifications right 


into Matanzas and taken it, or shelled 
it at pleasure. The only risk run 
would have been from mines. How- 
ever, Matanzas was not wanted, luck- 
liy for it. After satisfying himself 
that his object had been accomplished, 
Admiral Sampson headed back for 
Havana. 

The Puritan and Cincinnati were left 
to look after Matanzas, and they will 
see to it that Matanzas is not the 
scene of much fortification work in 
the future. The readiness to assume 
this task can be judged from the fact 
that shortly after the signal ‘Cease 


asked permission to reopen. This was 
refused, Admiral Sampson evidently 
thinking that Matanzas had had enough 
for one afternoon. ~- 

‘During the bombardment, the New 
York’s engines at intervals went 
slowly astern, keeping a steady range 
of 4000 yards on Punta Gorda, and 
7000 on Quintas de Recreio, the ma- 
chinery working perfectly, not only in 
the enginé-room, but throughout the 
whole ship. This is especially true of 
the electric ammunition hoists and 
turret training gear, two of the most 
essential parts of a ship’s equipment 
during action. 

From the naval point of view, few, 
if any, lessons were learned from the 
bombardment, though the range at 
which the shooting was carried on 
was a satisfactory test of marksman- 
ship. The distance, however, pre- 
vented the staff from ascertaining the 
effect of the heavy explosive rojectiles 
on the earthworks. Quintas de Recreio 
appeared to be an old style of fort, 
low, and lying near the water's edge. 
The battery was probably behind re- 
cently-constructed sand works. 

From the lay point of view, the bom- 
bardment appeared to demonstrate sev- 
eral things. It proved that the officers, 
from Rear Admiral Sampson down. 
are perfectly cool in the face of danger 
and action; that they have superior 
control over the men at the most ex- 
citing and trying moments, and that 
the latter are as steady and as courac- 
eous when the guns roar and the shells 
whistle as when they muster to mern- 
ing and evening: quarters in time of 
peace. 

In the second place, the bombard- 
ment gave a very thoughtful, thouch 
frightful illustration of a warships 
death-dealing powers. Had a single 
ship been in the place where-the shells 


fell, it seems as if she would have 


been blown to bits before she could 
have returned the fire. 

When a 10,000-ton ship, usually as 
steady as a rock, shakes and trembles 
like a frightened child; when firmly 
fitted bolts start from their sockets 
and window panes and woodwork are 
shatered; when the roar peals up from 
port and starboard and you feel your 
feet leaving the deck and your glasres 
jumping around your forehead, while 
a blinding, black smoke hides every- 
thing from sight, then you first realize 
the terrible power of a modern war- 
ship’s batteries. 

Scenes of intense interest occurred 
on the flagship’s deck during the bom- 
bardment. The center of attraction, ® 
was, about the forward 
bridge, where Admifal Sampson paced 
up and down, his long glass in hand, 
pausing now and then to watch the 
effect of the shots, impassive as if at 
target practice off the Dry Tortugas. 

Capt. Chadwick was at his side, in 
his usual capacity of chief of staff and 
captain of the ship, equally calm and 
giving orders continuously regarding 
ne direction of the fre and the hand- 
ling of the ship. Lieut. Stanton, as- 
sistant chief of staff; Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Potter, executive officer of the 


| Ship. and Lieut. J. Roller, the navigca- 


tor, all were on the bridge, and as 
busy .as they could he. Three men 
were at the wheel, and the usual staff 
of lookouts and signal boys were in 
their piaces. 

he connirg tower, with its heavily- 
protected sides, was without an occu- 
pant. The whistling of a few shells 
could not drive the men who directed 
the fighting squadron from their un- 
protected point of vantage. Directly 
beneath the bridge on the superstruct- 
ure, just aft of and slightly ahove the 
forward turret stood Chaplain Royce, 
ready to give the last consolation. 
The chaplain and three doctors were 
the only persons on board who ,sin- 
cerely hoped they would have no work 
to do. 

Near the chaplain stood Richard 
Harding Davis, representing the Lon- 
don Times: Ralph D. Paine, mepresent- 
ing the Philadelphia Press, and the 
correspondent of the Associated Press. 


All others on board were at. their reg- 


ular stations, directing the guns, rush- 
ing. up ammunition from below, or 
standing patiently in the engine-room 
waiting to back or go ahead as the 
telegraph signalled 

‘The way the jackies worked at their 
guns was splendid. Many of them! 
were stripped to the waist. Fre mus- 
cles stood out on their bare tattooed 
arms. The perspiration ran down their 
faces, and, mixing with the gunpowder, 
made grim streaks of black over thetr 
skins, 

When “cease firing’ sounded, dis- 
apointment was written visibly on all 
their faces. But the decks wer¢ 
quickly swept, the shrouds rehooked, 
the guns cooled and washed, and at 
dinner, when the band played “The 
Stars and Stripes Forever,” there were 
few signs to show that the flagship 
New York had been into action for the 
first time in her career. 

About three hundred shots were firea 
during the bombardment, 104 of which 
were from the New York. The cruiser 
Cincinnati did wonderfully quick and 
kocurate work with her batteri- The 
monitor Puritan probably fir fewer 
shots than the others, apparently not 
using her rapid-fire guns, but taking 
careful aim with her 12-inch monster 
at Quintas de Recreio. 

Those on board the flagship who had 


never before been on a warship when 


firing’ had been given, Capt. Chester | 


she fired both batteries, and who had 
never heard the shells whistle, thougnt 
the experience was net so bad as an- 
ticipated. The noise of the guns deaf- 
ened some slightly, but the timely ap- 
Plication of wool to the ears dendened 
its effect, and teken all in all, the shock 
of the broadside was not so great as 
had been expected. 

» The town.of Matanzas at no time was 
in danger from our fire. It lies well to 
the north of Punta Gorda. If the 
Spanish had any killed it must have 
been in the fortifications. Several per- 
sons en board believe the Spanish loss 
was sévyere, and advance more or less 
plausible theories, but Admiral Samp- 
son or Capt. Chadwick venture no ex- 
planation on the subject. 

The characteristic incident of the 
bombardment of Matanzas and one 
that will go down in history as an in- 
stance of Yankee pluck, occurred in the 
sick bay onthe flagship. Fleven sailors 
were lying there listening to shots, al} 
eager to get on deck. Suddenly as if 
moved by a common impulse, four of 
them sprang from their cots. Ore had 
malaria, two had grippe and another.a 
high fever, but their ailments were for- 
gotten as they rushed out to their gun 
divisions and took their usual stations. 

Despite their entreaties to be allowed 
to. stay, they were ordered back to the 
sick bay. It is hardly necessary to say 
that these four splendid specimens of 
“the man behind the gun’ were not 


“reported for breach of discipline. 


.It was reported to the flagship on its 
return to Havana that two torpedo 
boats had endeavored to run the block- 
ade during the day, and had heen 
forced back into Havana by fhe Wil- 
mington and the Iowa. A sharp look- 
out was kept throughout the night lest 
these tiny craft should try to repeat 
the attempt. 

The torpedo boat Winslow arrived

WILD WOOLLY RUMORS. 


BOMBARDMENT OF CARDENAS DID 
NOT OCCUR, 


Alleged Attempt to Blow up the 
Monitor Puritan Denied—Story 
Originated from the Actions of a 
Crazy Cuban. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

KEY WEST, April 29.—Today was 
one of wild rumor and little action. 
First came the story of the bombard- 
ment of Cardenas by the ships of the 
fleet stationed there. The rumors sud- 
denly developed from nowhere and they 
developed lustily, acquiring an elabor- 
ate finish of detail and ornamentation. 
Then the monitor Puritan steamed into 
port and Capt. Harrington, the com- 
manding officer of the Cardenas fleet, 
gave the story its quietus by a firm 
declaration that there had been no 
bombardment of the Cardenas bat- 
teries, incidentally adding that there 
were no batteries there, and only. one 
or two insignificant gunboats, which 
had given no sign of offense. 

The Puritan was hardly in port, to 
which she came for coal, when another 
picturesque story appeared. This was 
that a Spanidrd was in the csew of the 
monitor and had been detected with 
a bunch of skeleton keys attempting to 
pick the lock of one of the powder 
magazines, with intent to blow up the 


ship. His name is Yglesias and he is 


eccentric and a trifle unbalanced, but 
was never suspected of anything but 
the heartiest loyalty to the United 
States, in whose navy he has been for 
seven years. He was seen the other 
day in one of the turrets by a fellow- 
seaman, who reported an attempt to 
break open the magazine door, adding 
that cotton waste and rockets had been 
found on him. The man was immedi- 
ately put under restraint and a court 
of inquiry has been appointed to make 
an investigation. No.court-martial has 
been ordered or recommended, and 
while Capt. Harrington refuses to dis- 
cuss the affair, pro or con, other high 
officials say that a treasonable inter- 
pretation of the incident is preposter- 
ous, 
CRAZY CUBAN. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

KEY WEST, April 29, 3 p.m—There 
is absolutely no foundation for the sen- 
sational reports cabled from here that 
a case of treason has been discovered 
on board the United States monitor 
Puritan. e€ rumors arose from the 
strange actions of a fireman, with a 
Spanish-sounding name, now under re- 
straint on the warship, because of his 
eccentricnties. The officers'of the Pur- 
itan declare there is no thought of try- 
ing the man by court-martial, and that 
all the talk about treason is absurd. 

It appears that a few days ago the 
man.in question was seen in one of the 

‘onitor’s turrets, and the man who 
saw him reported that he had his hand 
on the lock of the magazine, where- 
upon the fireman was placed under re- 
straint. The crew of the monitor be- 
came excited and declared there was a 
Spanish spy on board. Through this 
the extravagant stories were con- 
cocted. 

The officers of the Puritan believe 
the man is a Cuban, and they assert 
positively that he has never given evi- 
dence of any sort of sympathy with 
Spain, but they add, op the contrary, 
that when the Puritan was off Matan- 
zas the man was frequently heard to 
say he would like to get ashore and 
join the insurgents. The action of the 


officers of the monitor in placing the 


man under restraint was guided solely 
by the danger of allowing an unevenly- 
balanced man to be at large. 

‘ SPANISH SLOOP CAPTURED. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS WAR BULLETIN.) 

KEY WEST, April 29.—The small 
Spanish sloop captured by 
the gunboat Newport, Capt. B. F. Til- 
ley, off Cabanas, ‘Yesterday, was 
brought here this morning in charge 
of a prize crew. 

Only one blank shot was necessary to 
tring the Engracia to. She had a 
crew of seven men and a cargo of fish.

An expedient for raising the war en- 
thusiasm to fever heat is suggested by 
the Fresno Republican, which remarks: 
“The Los Angeles Times sheds some 
scalding tears over the absence of Joa- 
quin Miller in the frozen north at a 
time when the country calls for the 
services of war poets. The Examiner 
ought to be patriotic enough to take its 
poet out of cold storage at once and 
forward him to the tropics by fast ex- 
press. Joaquin could write things about 
those beautiful: Cuban maidens that 
would create a regular bargain-counter 
rush for recruiting headquarters.” 


Arizona is going to take care of its 
frontiers or know the reason why. The 
Citizen records the fact that: “The 
Nogales Home Guards have perfected 
their organization, and while nothing 
unusual can be observed in the. avoca- 
tions of the town, yet.a given signal, 
day or night, will quickly assemble a 
hundred armed and determined men, 
completely officered and ready to resist 
any invasion or attack. Last Sunday 
they marched to the outskirts of town 
to test the accuracy of the guns. The 
result was eminently satisfactory. Al- 
though we have no expectation that 
they will ever be needed, Tucson had 
better do likewise.” 


The Oakland Tribune says:

OWENS’S DICTIONARY. | 


NOT LEGAL AUTHORITY WHEN IN- 
CONVENIENT. 


Police Judge Decides That a Brace 
Game of Poker is not Gambling 
and That Banco Robbery is 
Legal—Anything to Turn Gam- 
blers Loose in That Court. 


It appears as if Morris Aschner, the 
little “‘tinhorn,” is having a great run 
of luck, for the several charges against 
him give promise of petering out in a 
manner that must be highly satisfac- 
tory to him. 

Yesterday morning, James Gray and 

Richard Catlett, a couple of young fel- 
lows who acted as steerers for Asch- 
ner’s poker joint Op North Main street, 
were tried before Justice Owens on the 
charge of having enticed an old miner, 
N. W. Clark, into the place, where he 
was “azzle-dazzled out of $211, and 
would have lost’a good deal more had 
not Officer Fowler appeared upon the 
scene and stopped the game, 
The prosecution proved the fact of 
the old man having been inveigled into 
the joint where the robbery took place, 
and corroborative evidence was sup- 
plied by other.witnesses, the defendant 
Gray having even gone so far as to 
confess to the officers the part he had 
played in the transaction, and the per- 
oo he got for his work of steer- 
ng. 

No testimony was put in by the de- 
fense, but Attorney Bacon moved that 
the case be dismissed on the ground 
that no offense had been committed, 
poker not being a gambling game. It 
having been decided by the Supreme 
Court that poker is a game of science 
and skill, it was contended that to en- 
tice a man to enter a poker room is as 
permissible as to take him into a dry 
goods store, 

The prosecution opposed the motion 
to dismiss, and claimed that though 
poker may not be one-vof the games 
proscribed by the code, it is gambling, 
and that if a man inveigles' another 
into a room maintained for the especial 
purpose of conducting a poker game, he 
is guilty. Deputy Dist.-Atty. Chambers 
referred to the Century: Dictionary for 
a definition of gambling, but although 
on a previous occasion Justice Owens 


on the dictionary definition, .he repudi- 
ated it as an authority in this gambling 
case, and held for the defense. He 
thought the prosecution would have to 


gambling before a case could be made. 
While satisfied that the defendants 
had taken advantage of the old man’s 
condition and robbed him of his money, 
in the eye of the law, as construed by 
Justice Owens, he had not been 
robbed, and therefore the case was dis- 
missed. 

The dictionary is the most useful law. 
book in Justice Owens’s library, When 
jt supports a bunco thief’s contention, 
its authority is higher than the crimi- 
nal code, but when it disagrees with the 
bunco man’s lawyer, it may be ignored 
and repudiated. A bunco-steerer is in 
no danger in that court, dictionary or 
no dictionary. 

It is doubtful whether Mr. Clark ac- 


solace for his emptied pocket, or re- 
ceives any particular gratification from 
knowing by judicial determination that 
he was robbed and defrauded of his 
money in strict accordance with the 
statutes made and provided. 

In the afternoon the Aschner gang 
were brought to trial before Justice 
Morrison on the charge of having ‘‘con- 
spired to cheat and defraud” N. W. 
Clark out of $211. Before any evidence 
was taken in this case, Attorney Bacon 
introduced another stem-winder point 
of law into this case. The charge of 
conspiracy, he said, had been brought 
under the misdemeanor seciion, and yet 
a second charge had been injected into 
the complaint in that it was alleged 
that the man Clark had actually been 
defrauded and robbed of $211. In such 


lie, for when a conspiracy resulted in 
action it became merged in the greater 
offense, and that was felony or noth- 
ing. Wor this reason counsel wanted 
the complaint dismissed. 

Justice Morrison determined to take 


and meantime testimony was taken in 
the case. The story of how Clark was 
steered into the poker joint at No. 139 
North Main street, and how Morris 
Aschner did him up for his money has 
been previously told. It was all gone 
over again yesterday, Clark stating 
that he probably would have bet an- 
other $50 if had not en- 
and stopped the game. .

BOOTY MAY AGGREGATE TWENTY 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Four Heavily-armed Men Did the 
Work Then Disappeared in the 
Darkness—Posses in Pursuit 
of the Bandits. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

EL PASO (Tex.,) April 29.--[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Southern Pacific 
east-bound passenger train held 
up near Comstock, Tex., 400 miles east 
of here. at midnight last night by four 
masked men. The safe in the express 
car was blown open with dynamite 
and looted. The robbers, according to 
best accounts, procured in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000. 

As the train was pulling cut of Com- 
stock. the engine was boarded by two 
heavily-armed masked mon, who cov- 
ered the engineer with their weapons. 
The express car was uncoupled from 
the passenger cars, and run ahead for 
‘two miles, at which point two more 
robbers appeared. They signaled far 
the train to stop, by firing their pistols. 

With the engineer under guard, the 
four men proceeded to the express car, 
the doors of which were standing open. 
Messenger R. H. Hayes of El Paso 
was in charge of the car. He saw the 
robbers coming and snapped his rifle 
at them. Finding his rifle useless, 
Hayes drew his pistol, but seeing the 
engineer among the robbers he did. not 
shoot, but surrendered at the point of 
Win¢chesters. 

One of the gang. then entered the 
car and asked for the keys to the safe. 
The messenger declared he had no 
keys, whereupon several sticks of dyna- 
mite were produced, and one of them 
applied to -the ‘safe and lighted with 
a fuse. A terrible explosion resulted, 
The men scattered until the explosion 
took place, and then returned and 
emptied the contents of the safe into 
@ gunnysack. 

Messenger Hayes says he assured 
the men that the safe contained no 
valuables, and besought them not to 
blow it up. They replied with an oath 
and went on with their work. He 
says the only found one sealed pack- 
age in the safe, and the leader re- 
marked that Hayes had told them the 
truth. 

After finishing their work, the men 
walked around the engine and disap- 
» peared in the darkness. The train was 
run back to Comstock, and.a posse im- 
mediately started out to pursue the 
robbers. This is the second hold-up 
which has taken place’in the vicinity 
of Comstock within a year, and it is 
believed that the same gang of out- 
laws are responsible for both robberies. 

The express company’s officials in 
this city deny that the robbers pro- 
cured any booty, except one small 
package of money destined to San 
Diego, Cal. The officials say that they 
discontinued shipping money by that 
route several nionths ago on account 
of the frequency of hold-ups in the vi- 
cinity of Comstock. It is believed that 
& gang of outlaws resides near Com- 
Stock, and owing to the country there- 
abouts, officers have -been unable to 
capture them. 

R. H. Hayes, the express messenger, 
whose safe was blown up, arived here 
in his car this afternoon. He has been 
in the service of Wells-Fargco for thir- 
teen years, and this is his first experi- 
ence with train-robbers. He said the 
men wore thick, black cloths about 
their faces and only their eyes were 
. Visible. They conducted their work 

like trained hands at the business. 

The express car-had a hole as big 
@s a barrel through its roof above the 
safe, and one side of the car was splin- 
tered into kindling wood. The inside 
fixtures were a total wreck. 


OUR NAVY THE BETTER. 


Ships More Modern in Arms and 
Equipment, 


[Kansas City Journal:] The unre- 
Served declaration by Capt. Mahan, who 
is one of the recognized naval author- 
ities of the world, that the navy of the 
‘United States is far superior to that of 
Spain, Contains cheerful information to 
those who have feared the contrary. 
He admits that in point 6f numbers and 
speed the Spanish torpedo fleet excels 
our own, but he thinks that altogether 
too much importance has been at- 
tached to the torpeo boat as a factor 
in great naval combats. “The real 
fighters,” says Capt. Mahan, “those 
who take the offensive and win great 
battles, are ethe battleships and the 
cruisers. For still-water fighting or 
coast-defense, of course the torpedo 
boat is par excellence, but it cannot go 
to sea with safety, and attempts to 
make it a part of a cruising fleet 
usually result-in delaying the fleet and 
hampering its usefulness.” 

In the line of battleships and cruisers 
the United States is far in the lead of 
Spain, perhaps not so much in num- 
bers as.in effectiveness. Our boats are 
more modern, being better armed and 
equipped and also more speedy. But. 
according to Capt. Mahan, it is not the 
superiority of a navy in number of 
ships, in number of guns, in speed of 
craft, that usually makes it victorious: 
it is the stamp and character of the 
seamen who handle the ships, and more 
particularly the commanding officer, 
whose skill and bravery may enable 
him to win against tremendous odds. 
It is in this respect that the American 
navy is sd far superior to the Spanish 
that a comparison can scarcely be 

ade between them. In the first place 

he Spanish officers have had no such 
preliminary trainng in the science of 
war as is bestowed upon the American 
commanders, and, secondly, the crews 
display the same breadth of difference 
that may be found between the com- 
manders. The Spanish certainly possess 
a species of courage—the tropical, hot- 
headed, impetuous, brawling descrip- 
tion of courage, but they lack the cool, 
calculating, self-sacrificinge 
which is characteristic of the denizens 
of the North. Courage is a prime 
requisite in a naval battle, but it can- 
not stand alone against courage com- 
bined with skill and coolness.

The Americans have always been fa- 
mous at sea. In every war we have 
been conquerors in a majority of the 


naval battles. During the revolution 
we a ist swept the commerce of En- 
flan om the Atlantic, and the vi 


tortes of John Paul Jones in iii were 
duplicated by Perry and. fellow- 
commanders in the war of 1812. Phe 
spirit which sent Lawrence to eternity 
with the words “Don't give up the ship 
upon his lips, is still festered in the 
bosom of the American seaman, and 
the undaunted courage which sent 
the Kearsarge and the Alabama into 
a ducl unto death is still a character- 
istic of the American commander. 

In the course of the article prepared 
by Capt. Mahan, who. evidently knew 
the ignorance of the “land, lubber 
about matters nautical, is given an in- 
teresting explanation of the 
officers aboard ship. The commissioned 
officers are of two classes—line & 
siaff. The captains, commasders, lieu- 


tenants, ensigns cand cadets, who at- 
tend to sailing and firhting the ships, 
belong to the line, while the chief engi- 
neers, the surgeons, the chaplains, the 
commanders of marines and the pay- 
masters belong to the staff. At present 
there are no ranks of admiral and vice- 
admiral in the Ametican navy, the 
highest rank being rear-admiral. The

the army, for men who may win them i» 
active service. Next below the? ar-ad- 
mire! comes the commodore, who in 
turn ranks the captain. Below the 
captain comes commander, lieutenant- 
commander, lieutenant and ensign. All 
of these have higher rank and pay than 
what would seem to be corresponding 
positions in the army. Thus a r ar-ad- 
miral ranks with a majer-general, a 
commodore with @ brigadier-general, a 
captain with a colonel, a commande! 
with a lieutenant-colonel, a lieutenant 
commander with a major, a lieutenant 
“with a captain and an ensign With & 
lieutenant. On board ship no ‘officer 15 
known by his title except the rear-ad- 
miral, the commodore and the captain. 
All the rest are addressed by the single 
title ‘“Mr.”’ 
The car:ain lives in state alone in his 
cabin, while the remainder of the offi- 
cers mess together in the wardroom. 
The captain may invite his officers to 
dine with hm, but one of them would 
not think of droping into the cabin 
for a social chat, or other purpose. 
This exclusiveness is carried to the 
deck, where there is an imaginary line 
extending from the stern of the ship 
to the mainmast. To the right of this 


line is the captain's territory; to the 
left the space allotted to the other 
officers. Across this line the officers 


are not supposed to step unless busi- 


ness calls them, or they have heen 
summoned by the captain. Usually

Story of the Decline and Fall of 
Spain, 


The future will not have to wait long 
for the Gibbon who all write ‘The 
Decline and Fall of Spgin.” ‘The story 
of the last 400 years shows the steady 
decline, and the final fall into the. 
wreck of a nation seems so certainly at 
hand that only a miracle can avert it.. 

Spain was never glorious; she was for 
one century brilliant in achievement, 
but the seeds of her ruin were even 
then sown, says the New York World. 
They were cruelty, bigotry, ignorance, 
pride, sensuality. They have wrought 
their work. 3 

The original Spainards of Iberian 
stocK were successively overrun by the 
Romans; who left them a language; by 
the Visogoths, who bequeathed red hair 
and fair complexion to the proudest 
families of an otherwise dark race, and 
by the Moors, who at one time held 
the entire peninsula, save a little strip 
among the Gallegan Hills of the north, 
tenanted by the hardy native Basques. 

Step by step the sturdy Spaniards 
drove out the Moors. ‘the job took 
more than 700 years. Pelayo, the most 
respectable Spaniards in history, began 
it in 718: Ferdinand finished it in 149. 
Through all this time the Spaniards 
were sturdy, passionate, determined, 
ignorant, cruel. These qualities they 
have retained. They were less cultured 
than the Moors, less generous, and in- 
telligent, more: intense, 

They stained their brief century of 
almost universal dominion, when they 
led in colonizing the new world and 
subduing the old, with the most abom- 
inable cruelties. In less than a hun- 
dred years their decline began. A fa- 


tality seems to have pursued them 
ever since. 
The downfall began with the ruin 


of the Armada. This magnificent fleet 
was sent to conquer England, It rep- 
resented the most careful preparation; 
it was so powerful that men called it 
“the invincible,’ but its high-sterned 
galleons were buffeted and battered as 
if the very elements were against 
them, even as their torpedo fleets have 
battered this year. 

There were enough left of its 132 ships 
and 30000 men te apparently. over- 
shadow the English. But the little ves- 
sels of Howard, Drake and Hawkins, 
most of them privateers, furnished by 
individual enterprise, flashed round 
their unwieldly ‘hulls like swordfish 
about a whale, and won the great fight 
by superior seamanship. Spain's force 
upon the sea was now forever shat- 
tered. 

There was no lack of courage on 
either side. But the horrid cruelties af 
Spain had made all English seamen 
eager to see Spanish blood flowing in 
turn. What said Sir Richard Grenville 
before he gathered together’ his sick 
men and fought the whol eSpanish 
fleet with his one shin? 

I should ccunt myself the coward if I left 
them. my Lord Howard, 

To these Inquisition dogs and the devildoms 
of Spain. 

What said the sick and wounded cn board 
the ship Revenge? 

They blest him in their pain that they were 
not left in Spain, 

To the thumbscrew and the stake, 
gicry of the Lord. 


The higher intelligence and the cause 
of freedom were in the little ships 
manned by free sea rovers that dashed 
Spain's hopes and set her on her four 
hundred years’ course down hill. 

Coincident with the defeat of the 
Armada was the effort of Philip IT and 
Alva. of evil memory, to hold the Span- 
ish Netherlands. Alva was the Butcher

Weyler of that day. He called horror to 
his aid, but brave people resolved to 
win freedom or die, faced him with 


| high courage. The Spansh Nietherlands 


ceased to be Spanish in 1609. That was 
blow No. 2. Spain; it was an inesti- 
mable victory for liberty, for political 
liberty and for freedom of thought. 
Cofpare ee Holland today with 
Spain, which enslaved her, and one sees 
again that the right was triumphant. 
The brief period of brilliant achieve- 
ment had brought Portpgal into the 
Spanish dominion.

and won her independence with blocd 
and socrifice. 

The great provinces north of the 
equator revolted im 1819-24. 4. great 
man led them, Simon Boliver, the hero 
of liberation, the Washington of Span- 
ish America. Freedom was won for 
those vast forest lands, which have 
now become Columbia, Venezuela, 
Ecuador, Pero and Bolivia. 

As Brazil was Portuguese in its civili- 
zation and language, there was not left 
on the soil of the New World the fcot 
of one Spanish ruler. The islands of 
the sea that was once the “Spanish 
Main" are British, French, Danish, 
American or independent, with the ex- 
ceptions of Cuba and Puerto Rico, and 
the former, at least, is lost to Spain.

FOUL PLAY THEORY, 


DEVELOPMENTS IN THE SANTA 
CRUZ EXPLOSION. | 


Three Unidentified Dodics and 
Strong Circumstantial Evidence 
Suggest Treachery. 


‘MRS. MARTHA WILSON’S STORY. 


SECRET SERVICE DETECTIVES 
| ARE INVESTIGATING. 


Sealer Doris Reported Off Victoria. 
Rative Sons Elect and Install 
Officers—Death of Mrs. 

Mary Blake. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SANTA CRUZ, April 29.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There seems to be doubt 
as to the cause of the powder-mill ex- 
plosion which occurred here Tuesday. 
The theory that it was caused by pre- 
meditated action is being strengthened, 
although there is no positive proof. 

The original explosion was caused by 
spontaneous combustion or by an ex- 
plosive . fired into nitro-glycerine by 
some person standing at a distance, 
who thought he was out of danger, lit- 
tle knowing the fearful energy of ni- 
tro-glycerine. 

Sécret-service detectives are here fn- 
vestigating the matter. Certain cir- 
cumstantial evidence seems to show 
that Spanish sympathizers had a hand 
in causing the explosion. Another 
body has been found, making the dead 
list thirteen, three of the victims be- 
ing unidentified. Coroner Clark is 
positive the fragments last found are 
those of a body hitherto unidentified. 
The pieces found consist of a heart, 
foot, knee and jaw. : 7 

With these three men not identified 
begins the theory of foul play. First 


there is the statement of Mrs. Martha | 


Wilson, one of the best-known women 
of Santa Cruz. She is noted for her 
charities, having been for many years 
at the head of the Woman’s Aid So- 
ciety. Mrs. Wilson’s statément is that 
Tuesday morning she was walking up 
Pacific avenue. when her attention was 
attracted ta three Spaniards in excited 
conversation. 

The men were of medium size, lightly 
clad, and looked half-starved. The 
smallest was particularly vehement, 
and was gesticulating with his hands 
in a forcible manner. Mrs. Wilson 
heard the smaller man say ‘Espafio”’ 
and repeat it. They were all taking 
in Spanish. 

As Mrs. Wilson drew near they 
nudged each other and stopped talk- 
ing, but eyed her suspiciously. She 
walked past them to the corner; when 
she looked back, the small man had 
gone.. When she reached the opposite 
corner she looked again, but all had 
disappeared. This incident made a 
strong impression on Mrs. Wilson, 
which was vividly recalled by the ex- 
plosion. 

Another link is that on Tuesday, the 
day of the explosion, a man who ap- 


peaféd to be a Spaniard, appeared at. 


the powder mill, asking for employ- 
ment. Soon afterward two other men 
with blankets on their backs, made 
their appearance, and also asked for 
- work, 

Since the explosion the blankets 
have been found on the powder’ mill 
flat, some distance from the scene of 
the calamity, but the men. have not 
been accounted for. The blankets, 
Which the Coroner has sent for, will 
be used as evidence at the inquest. 

What connection the unidentified trio 
had with the men Mrs. Wilson saw, 
remains to be explained. In addition 
to the facts already fold, an employé 
of the works says that shortly before 
the explosion, he saw a man, who ap- 
peared to be drunk, peering through 
the gate leading to the gun-cotton 
plant. While the employé was watch- 
‘ing him, the man sneaked away, dis- 
@ppearing around the corner the 
fence. 

This was the last seen of him. What 
adds to the mystéry is the fact of his 
being at that particular gate as it is 
the place where no man seeking work 
ever goes. There are two wagon roads 
that lead to the gates, which men 
who seek employment would naturally 
enter. The gates near the gun-cotton 
plant had to be reached down a stee 
hill from the railroad track. eke 

Another employé relates that he saw 
‘@ man with blankets om his back 
peering through a hole in the fence 
ait the glaze mill. When the work- 
man approached, he innocently asked: 
“Is that a powder mill?” He seemed 
to be rather surprised at being dis- 
covered.

Garge Apportionment Made by the

OONTRACTOR M’COMBS FAILS.

Buit Against Rice Hros., Grocers, to 
Recover Ten Thousand Dollars 
for Selling Gasoline Instead 
of Kerosene. 


The question of what kind of mate- 
fial is to be placed on that part of 
Figueroa street which is sqon to be 
improved, engaged the attention of the 
Board of Public Works for more than 
an hour yesterday, but no final de- 
cision was rendered. The improves 
ment is one of the most important now 
contemplated ‘in the city, and it ls in- 
tended to have the work well done. 
When completed the street will be 
even better than Aliso street. | 

The matter of the removal of the 
Yarge sign fence from Broadway, be- 
tween Third and Fourth streets, which 
has caused such a stir among the 
business men on that block, has been 
referrred to the Street Superintendent, 

The largest apportionment of : city 
funds made since City Auditor Nichol 
thas been in office, and one of the 
largest that has ever been made, was 
that of $80,000, which was divided 
among the various funds yesterday. 

All of the old 7 per cent. bonds of 
the issue of 1881 have been taken up. 
The last to be paid were those amount- 
ing to $8500, on which the interest 
was stopped last August. They were 
held by San Francisco parties. 

Complaint has been made that a

IN GOOD CONDPTION,. 


Large Apportionment Gives All City 
Funds Balances, 

City Auditor T. BE. Nichols yesterday 
made the largest apportionment of cash 
among the various city funds that he 
has made since he took the office. The 
heavy paymentsof taxes during the last 
few days of tax-paying time, placed 
a. large amount of money in the hands 
gf the Tax and License Collector, and 
the examination and cashing of checks 
since then has greatly increased the 
amount on hand. In order to divide this 
the Auditor yesterday appertioned $80, 
000 among the funds, placing all of 
them in excellent condition, with a sub- 
stantial balance to their credit. The 
funds were before in good shape so far 
as the credit of cash was goncerned, 
but the apportionment will keep them 
that way for several weeks to come. 


LAST OF A BOND ISSUE, 


San Francisco Parties Turn in the 
Last of the Seven Per Cents. 


The last of the 7 per cent. bonds of 
1881, nearly all of which were taken up 
in the issue of the $270,000 refunding 
bonds of 1897, have been. turned into 
the City Treasurer’s office and can- 
celled. The call for the last of these 
bonds, amounting to $8500, was made 
last Apgust, gnd the interest on them 
was stopped at that time. No one’ knew 
who owned the bonds and the inability 
to pay them prevented the settlement 
of the issue of all of the new bonds. Thé 
old bonds were held in San Francisco, 
and their ownership was discovered 
through a demand for the interest. The 
necessary transfer was made and the 
outstanding bonds were taken in yes- 
terday by the Treasurer.

FOR ACTION, 


SEVENTH REGIMENT ANXIOUS 
FOR A CALL TO ARMS. 


Ready to Obey Any Orders, but not 
Desirous of Home Guard 
Duty. 


OF THE OFFICERS. 


ARTILLERY, NOT INFANTRY, RE- 
QUIRED TO GUARD THE COAST. 


Volunteers Reluctant to Discuss the’ 


‘Matter, but Evidently Eager 
to Get into the Fight 
Somewhere. 


Among the officers of the National 
Guard in this city the suggestion that 
they are more needed at home than in 
the field, either in Cuba or along the 
Gulf coast or Atlantic seaboard, and 
that even if they were mustered into 
the service of the government as vol- 
unteers they should be kept in this 
State to repel possible attempt at in- 
vasion, has not been received with any 
enthusiasm. In fact, the proposition is 
@ most unpopular one among them, for 
they have for weeys been anxiously 
awaiting orders which would take. them 
to the scenes of almost certain fight- 
ing, and now if they are to be kept in 
California they think their service will 
consist only of the dull routine of camp 
life without the possibility of engaging 
in any actual conflict. From the com- 
mander of the brigade to the most 


humble second lieutenant, the senti- 


ment is against staying at home while 
the eastern troops are fighting, even 
though their service here means pro- 
tection to this coast. They consider 
‘the possibility of an attack upon Cali- 
fornia points so remote as to be hardly 
worth considering, and argue that even 
if there should be such an attack, in- 
fantry would be of little service against 
a privateer or a man-of-war of any de- 
scription. Against landing forces, they 
say, the numerous organizations of 
volunteers who would take the places 
of the National Guard in event of their 
departure, would able to as suc- 
cessfully repel attacks as National 
Guardsmen. The ‘National Guard sim- 
ply wants to go to the front, and the 
officers care little how or when they go, 
but they look upon’ this war as a pos- 
sible means of achieving military fame 
and glory, and they want an opportun- 
ity to try for it. . 
Brig.-Gen. Last was asked his opin- 
ion of the matter yesterday and at first 
declined to discuss the subject, saying 
he was ready to respond to any order 


-that might be received, whether it were 


to remain at home and defend the city 
or to take his command to Cuba. When 
asked whether he thought the Cali- 
fornia troops were not more needed at 
home than elsewhere, he said: “I see 
nothing in the present situation which 
should cause any alarm among the 
people of this section of the State. It 
is true there might be an attack upon 
some of our seacoast towns, but in the 
case of this city it would be folly for 
any vessel to land a number of men 
and march inland. Whether the Na- 
tional Guard were here or not, they 
would not escape, nor would they .be 

«gible to reduce this city.. I readily un- 
derstand that there is some danger of 
privateers or of a stray cruiser, and 
what we need now is artillery in this 
State. Of what use would a whole di- 
vision of infantry be against a vessel 
which could lie three miles out and 
shell a town? Again, how many men 
would be required to protect the sea- 
coast towns? A brigade might be sta- 
tioned here, and word come that a 
Spanish cruiser had appeared off Ven- 
tura. Befcre we could reach that town 
the enemy could have done all the dam- 
age possible, for it requires but a short 
time to fire the guns now carried on 
war vessels. 

“It has been stated that if the Na- 
tional Guard were taken out of the 
State there would be no arms with 
which a second military organization 
could be equipped. This is not true. 
There are at this moment 30,000 stands 
of arms in the government arsenal, 
which could be distributed with great 
rapidity. They are not the antiquated 
muskets, either, but are Springfield 
rifles of the 1884 pattern. There would 


be plenty of guns, but Springfield rifles 


are not what are needed. As I said 
before, we need artillery, quick-firing 
guns, one of which is worth a company 
or a battalion of infantry. : 
“The arms now in the possession of 
the National Guard are the property 
of the government, and if the guard 
went out of the State as voluntegrs 


- there would be nothing to prevent their 


taking their arms with them. As to 
the uniforms, which are State prop- 
erty, I have no doubt as to the author- 
ity of the Governor to permit the troops 
to take them, too, but those are sitm- 
ply matters of detail, and as there are 
plenty: of guns the uniforms are a 
secondary consideration. Ammunitton 
can be had by the million: rounds, if 
necessary. It would not be proper for 
me to discuss whether the National 
Guard should be taken out of the 
State, but I am satisfied that even if 
every man in the guard were sent 
Fast there would be no occasion for 
alarm, as a well-armed National Guard 
would take their places and would be 
‘able to render as much service as we 
could. It would be entirely different if 
we had to repel an army, but as all 
the danger, if any, is from the ocean, I 
think there is greater need for cannon 
than infantry. The desire to go to 
the front, whatever the front may be, 
which I think you will find pervades 
the entire National Guard of this and 
all other States, is but natural, and 
shows the spirit of the men. You can 
say that the First Brigade is here to 
obey orders, and if those orders are to 
stay at home and defend this coast, we 
will execute those orders. If we are 
ordered to the front there will be no 
shirkinge from one of the members.” 
Col. John R. Berry, commanding the 
Seventh Infantrv, N.G.C., was present 
when Gen. Last expressed his views on 
the subject of what disposition should 
be made of the troops of this State. 
When he was asked for an opinion he 
said: “I can only echo the sentiments 
of the general, for I, too, have long 
thought there should be artillery in 
the State organization. There is not a 
single State on the Atlantic Coast 
which does not support batteries and 
even regiments of artillery, and that 
California has never had such organi- 
zations is now a mattes of eurprise. 
We need guns, not rifles or carbines, 
but artillery. As Gen Lest has said, 
the infantry—and I can only speak for 
shat branch of the service—would be 
of little service against a man-of-war 
however small, It is true that a regi- 
ment or a battalion could repel a land- 
lag force, but even by keeping the en- 
{re guard at home, could we protect all 
the towns? I know you will find that 
the rsembers of the guard in this city 
want to go to the front. They do not 
care where that is. They say they are 
yeady to go anywhere their orders 
designate, and I know they are. There 
is no division among them on this point. 
What we want is action. Of course if 
we aré ordered to stay at home we will 
stay and do our duty, but if it were left 
to the members of the companies to de- 


clare by vote where they wanted to go,. 


I have no doubt as to how the vote 
would stand.” 

Lieut.-Col. W. G. Schreiber of ‘the 
Seventh Infantry also wants active 
service. “We need coast protection 
here,” he said, “but what could we do 
more than any body of men armed as 
we are? We have no artillery, and 
what would old Springfield rifles cqunt 
against even the smallest gun c d 
by @ war vessel or an improvised war 
vessel? I can see that it would be folly 
to take away the National Guard and 
then have the government send troops 
from other States to protect this coast, 
but could not a secondary National 
Guard protect it as well as we could? 
All we could oppose woulg be landing 
parties, and all we have to oppose them 
with are the rifles and the Gatling 
guns. It is admitted that the National 
Guard should have the first chance to 
enter the active service of the govern- 
ment, and if the guard is not taken 
how would California’s quota be filled? 
Of course, jt is not known how the 
troops from this State are to be used. 
It has never been stated that we would 
be included in the mobilization of the 
troops which is now being made in the 
East, and who knows but that it is the 
plan of the government to follow the 
plan suggested and have the troops 
here protect the Coast? It was staied 
when the Presidio treops left their bar- 
racks that the National Guard would 
be called upon to furnish men to man 
the guns there-in event their services 
were needed. Is it not possible that 
the government has never intended to 
take us out of ihe Staite? 

“In the matter of taking the uni- 
forms and other State property, if the 
guard goes East, there might arise a 
question as to the legality of allowing 
the part of the equipment which the 
State owns to be taken. The arms be- 
long to the government and the uni- 
orms and other equipment to the State. 

ach company commander is. under 
a bond of $2000 for the return of all 
State property. If the State refused to 
let the uniforms go, the men could go 
without them. These, however, are not 
points which would keep the men at 
home. 

“The course which I think will be 
pursued, and this is only._a guess, is 
that we will be called out and placed 
in camp for thirty or sixty days for 
the purpose of muster, drill and equip- 
ment. If our arms are needed at home 
the government would have to arm us, 
but if there are arms enough here. we 
might take the rifles we have. The 
members of the National Guard cease 
to be such as soon as they enlist in the 
volunteer service. Another National 
Guard would be at once enlisted and 
as there would be no campaign against 
an invading force, the new guard would 
be quite as effective as we would be.” 

Capt. Baker of Gen. Last’s staff took 
the same view of the matter as did 
his superior. “What is the use of 
alarming the people when there is no 
occasion for alarm?” he asked. “There 
is no danger here except from Stray 
cruisers, If the people would demand 
artillery at the seacoast towns, and 
could possibly secure, it, they would be 
protecting themselves better than if 
each town organized-a regiment of in- 
fantry. There would be no trouble 
about supplying small arms, which in 
this country almost every man knows 
well how to use. The conditions of en- 
listment are that when a member of 
the National Guard enters the service 
of the government as a volunteer, he 
ceases to be a member of the National 
Guard. Suppose one of the colonels 
should so enlist and the war should end 
in say a month, and he be discharged 
from the government service, he would 
then be a private citzien with no Na- 
tional Guard connection and possibly 
might have to begin at the bottom of 
the ladder again.” 

The company commanders of the Sev- 
enth Regiment have evidently received 
instructions not to discuss the war 
question outside of their own com- 
mands. Several of them assembled at 
the Armory last night with the other 
officers and when approached and asked 
their opinion as to what course should 
be pursued, they showed their military 
training by answering to a man and 
almost in the same language: “I am 
not in position to talk on that subject. 
I refer you to Col. Berry.” Asked 
whether théy desired to remain at home 
or go East, there was but one answer; 
that they would rather go East, where 


there was some chance of a participa- 


tion in the expected stirring scenes 
which will be enacted on the Atlantic 
Coast. 

Among the men in the ranks the 
same sentiment prevails, They gathered 
in crowds about the drill hall and each 
newcomer was questioned. for news. 
One. of the privates came in with the 
announcement that the regiment would 
have to stay at home to protect this 
part of the country. The announcement 
was greeted with jeers and one of the 
men remarked that if the guard did not 
go and some of the volunteer organiza- 
tions did go East he was going with 
the latter. 

Nearly all of the resident members of 
the brigade staff spent the evening at 
the Armory last night and until after 
11 o’clock they were in consultation 
with Gen. Last. nly the officers of 
the command were admitted to this 
conference, which was held in brigade 
headquerters, When the officers dis- 
persed, Gen. Last said that. the meet- 
ing had been entirely informal and that 
there was nothing significant in it. He 
said that the officers assembled there 
every evening and talked over the war 
situation. They were simply awaiting 
orders, but not a word had. been re- 
ceived from either the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral or the Governor. He did not know 
when orders or instructions would be 
received, but in the meantime all of 
the officers were reporting regularly 
for any duty which might be assigned 
to them. So complete have been the 
preparations that if the orders were re- 
ceived at any time during the day or 
evening, the entire First Brigade could 
be in motion in two hours. If orders 
came after midnight, a longer time 
would of course be required to arouse 
the men. 

Every company in the Seventh Regi- 
ment is recruited to a war footing, with 
ten or more men each to spare. The 
additional men are taken in because 
some of the recruits will be unable to 
pass the physical examination. That 
examination is now being conducted 
daily by Brigade Surgeon Col. J. J. 
Choate, assisted by Assistant Sur- 
geons, Capts. W. M. Lewis and W. W. 
Roblee. The regimental surgeon, Maj. 
Cc. D. Ball, resides in Santa Ana, and 
therefore cannot assist in the work of 
the companies here. The examination 
is not easy to pass and Only those re- 
cruits who are in good condition physi- 
cally are accepted. Of course the same 
condition is not expected as that re- 
quired of recruits in the regular army, 
but by the time the surgeons get 
through with a man they know whether 
he is able to stand military duiies or 
not. The enlistment of married men 
as recruits is discouraged as much as 
possible and few such are accepted. 

The work of recruiting the out-of- 
town companies has been completed. 
“The venth Regiment now has a 
total strength. of more than 1200 men,” 
said Gol. Berry !ast night, “and we 
could have every man of them in mo- 
tion within two hours. There are no 
shirks among them, and I am proud 
of the regiment.” 

WHAT THE VOLUNTEERS THINK. 


The officers of volunteer organiza- 
tions are reluctant to discuss the ques- 
tion publicly, because they do not wish 
to give offense to the National Guard. 
All of them are anxious to get to the 
front, of course, and while they recog- 
nize the justice of the claim of the 
National Guard to first consideration, 
and go not desire or expect to sup- 
plant them in the call for troops, they 
think tif defense of California against: 
probable invasion is not only an im-’ 
portant service, but is the first duty 
of the organized State troops. |

SPANISH AND AMERICAN CRED- 
TT. There is a striking contrast be- 
tween the condition of Spanish credit 
and that of the United States, as shown 
by the quotations of Spanish and 
“f-ited States 4 per cent. bonds, at the 
breaking out of the war.

THE ORANGE MARKET. In an:

months in business has been much felt 
in the leather and shoe markets. The 
Shoe and Leather Reporter says: 
“The change from briskness to 
Janguor was all the more .unwelcome 
because it was sudden. Things were 
going on in a flourishing way. There 
“vere increased purchases because the 
surplus had dwindled, and there was 
need @hat the stocks should be replen- 


fished. The transactions were legiti- 
mate, not speculative. They were 
merely transfers from manufacturers 


to dealers. It is not in human nature 
to be satisfied when there is any in- 
terruption of the regular course of 
traffic. But we think that in the long 
run more of benefit than of disadvan- 
tage will result from it. The trade 
mever was in a stronger position. It 
can stand the test of values in con- 
formity to the law of supply and de- 
mand better than it ever could before. 
It will be to the interest of all parties 
that it should be vigorously applied. 
The lessened speed of the movement 
Was opportune.
